Evening Session. 


Association met promptly at 2 o’clock. After singing ‘‘Stand 
Up for Jesus,!’ devotional exercises.were conducted by Elder 
I. P. Randolpli.. Prayer led by Elder J. T. Turner.’ Proceeded 
to business. Letters called for and read from the following 
churches: Tishomingo, Cross Roads, Burnsville, Jacinto, Osborne 
Creek.

Report on Associational Missions.

State Missions. 


To evangelize the world we must have a home base, For 
this reason, the cause of State Missions is fundamental. As 
we give to State Missions we are helping the cause of Home 
Missions and Foreign Missions, both. We began our regular 
organized State Mission work in 1885. Like all great move. 
ments the beginning was small, In 1880 the Baptists working 
through the eonvention numbered only 56,630. In ISYU we 
had grown to 66.860 an increase of 18 per cent... During ths 
time the population of the state increased only 14 per cent, 
hile the increase in the assessed value in the state 44 per 
cent. We gave in 1890 only F5,881.35. in ten Years we had 
made an increase of 49 per cent, our offering amounting to 
$3,763.35. We now have 150,000 Baptists in the state. State 
Mission is foundation work, and he who helps State Missions 
helps every good cause dear to the heart of our Lord. Missis 
sippi Baptist State Missionaries have baptized 18,722 persons 
Mississippi Baptist State Missionaries have labored in meetines 
where have heen baptized by others 26,982 Persons. Missis 
spp! Baptist State Missionaries have thus been identified wit! 
the baptizing of 45,604 persons. Mississippi Baptist State Mis 
sionaries have organized hundreds of Sunday Schools. Mis. 
Sipp! State Missions maintain two Sunday School Missionaries. 
Mississippi State Missions are pledged to help in the building of 
ONSes Of Worship in the state to the amount of $6,000.00. Dur- 
ug the last conventional year the Baptists gave $27,400. This 
year we are trying to raise $40,000. Your committee recom 
mends that a large increase be made in our State Mission offer-

Home Mission Report. 


In recent years there has been a great andi gratifying ad- 
vance among Southern Baptists in Home Misg#ion conviction, 
giving and results. In 1902 the receipts of our Home Board 
were $88,874; in 1912 they were $366,050, and the apportion- 
ment ordered by the Southern Baptist Convention for the pres- 
ent fiscal year ending May 1, 1913, is $412,000." So great and 
pressing are the needs that the Board appropriated the whole 
$412,000, except $97, at its meeting in July. The results show 
a corresponding increase during the same pefiod. In 1902 
the Board employed 674 missionary workers,} who reported 
8.150 baptisms and total additions to the churthes of 17,201. 
They reported 231 churches constituted and 674 Sunday Schools 
organized, In 1912 the Board employed 1,309 missionary work- 
ers, who report 26,899 baptisms and total additions to the 
churches of 47,728. Six hundred and eighty-three churches 
were constituted and 754 Sunday Schools organized. Many of 
these workers were maintained wholly by the: Home Board, 
though a still larger number worked in co-operation with other 
missionary organizations. It is declared that the meeting of 
the Home Board last July was the most representative it has 
ever had. We learn that thirteen of the State Vice-Presidents 
were present and participated in making up the $udget for the 
year and planning the work. Evidently the Vice-Presidents ° 
contributed much to the occasion and it was the enthusiastic 
conviction of those present that to supply the urgent demands 








for help that came up from all over the South the Board could 
not do less than it was empowered to do, and then put its 
faith in the brethren everywhere that they will come up to 
the help of this great cause and raise every dollar of the 
apportionment, remembering that the work is not the work of 
the Home Board, but of Baptist brethren throughout the South. 
The watchword of the Home Board is Forward, and it has 
planned a distinetly aggressive campaign for the present year. 
Besides the regular work, steps forward were -taken in two 
ways: . The first was in conformity to the instructions of the 
Southern Baptist Convention that the Board at once should 
take steps to raise a $1,000,000 Church Building Loan Fund. It 
was decided to complete the raising of this fund within three 
years and to employ special workers for this purpose at the 
earliest pdssible moment. There are 3,000 or more houseless 
Baptist churches in our territory, and in hundreds of these 
the establishment of strong centers for Christ and His truth 
only awaits some aid in erecting church houses. The second 
large step taken was in response to repeated reports of the 
Poard to the Southern Baptist Convention and repeated com- 
mittee reports before that body calling for the Home Roard to 
put forth larger efforts to help in training and enlisting back 
rd churches. This note. first sounded in recent years by 
the lamented Dr. F. Kerfoot, has become stronger and 
stronger until now several of the State Boards have made re 
lests of the Home Board for aid in this work. At its July 
meeting the Board ordered the establishment of a Department 
' Enlistment and Co-Operation and provided for the elec- 
- . * special representative to labor in this department. 
1 eve that in this movement there are prospective bless- 
nes tor Southern Baptists and their usefulness that are almost 
beyond our conception. It looks to “teaching them to ob- 
ere all things” as well as to saving the lost and baptizing 
the converted. It will provide for helping to train the 
churches more fully in all the ways of the Lord as well as en- 
sting them in larger g ving.

Foreign Mission Report. 


We, your Committee on Foreign Missions, beg to report as 
follows: Missions in its broadest sense embodies the Divine 
thought and plan and purpose in the life and death of Him 
who gave Himself as a ransom for many. It ik the chief end 
of all the activities of His church. Never inithe history of 
the denomination have our missionary efforts of foreign fields 
been so graciously blessed as during the past ydar. But along 
with this glerious fact, lies this impressive truth, never since 
our Lord ascended from Olivet’s summit, has there been such 

‘an opportunity to do foreign mission work as flere is today. 
The doors of China, where one-fourth of the world’s popula- 
tion lives, have for the first time in history bee® thrown wide 
open to Christianity, In the other foreign fields the oppor- 
tunity is equally as great. The question that should burn its 
way into-our every heart is: ‘‘ What shall we do & this hour of 
wondrous opportunity!’’ The need is greater than ever be- 
fore—the opportunity is greater—-what will be bur response? 
Are we as Baptists able to meet the needs of this marvelous 
age’? Most assuredly so. Our God does not givd us an oppor- 
tunity, nor lay upon us a responsibility greaterithan we can 
meet. There are two things we must do, howevef, to meet the 
needs of the hour. First, we must enlist the unen§sted. Out of 
the 35,000 churches in our Southern Baptists ragks, last year 
11,000 gave nothing to Foreign Missions. An appalling fact, 
you say, that nearly thirty-three and one-third pdr cent of our 
churches gave nothing to the cause of missions. Bet’s see how 
well we of the Tishomingo Association have done aur part. Out 
of the thirty-nine churches that reported to thi§ Association 
last year, there were thirty that reported no offering whatever 
to Foreign Missions. Seventy-six per cent of the churches of 
this grand old Association, that has giyen as thany, if not 
more missionaries to the foreign field, than any other associa- 
tion in the \state, that report not a cent to Foreign Missions! 
Brethren, these things ought not so to be. Secotd. we must 


develop the enlisted. A larger vision must be given to the 
churches that are partially awakened to the mall and oppor- 
tunity. When we have done these two things, then and then 
only will we have done what God expects of us in this marvel- 








ons era of opportunity. Your committee recommends that dur- 
ing the ensuing year there be held one or more educational 
campaigns within the bounds of this Association. That the 
pastors be asked to co-operate in this campaign. That the 
executive board make plans and arrangements for same, so 
that these thirty churches be enlisted if possible and the other 
churches of the Association be aroused to the greater need. 
lt is with great joy and thanksgiving that we herald the fact 
that already we have caught the fore-gleam of the dawning of 
the day when, the brightness and splendor of the glorious light 
of His Gospel shall be radiant unto the uttermost parts of the 
earth. .

12. Amendments or alterations may be made of these rules 
when a majority may deem it necessary. . 


Covenant. 


1. We as independent churches of Jesus Christ lo mutually 
covenant or unite our efforts and influence for the ddvancement 
of the cause of Jesus Christ, under the title of #The Tisho- 
mingo Baptist Association.” 

2 We agree to hold annual meetings to be comy sed of dele- 
vates chosen by the respective churches, bearing fetters to be 
read at the opening of the meeting, showing their Appointment 
and also showing the number received by baptism, py letter, by 
restoration; dismissed by letter, exeluded or dead, together 
with the whole number in fellowship. Also average number of 
Sunday School pupils, and number of conversions, Amount con- 
tributed to the Associational State, Home and Foren Missions, 
Ministerial Edueation, support of pastors, churgh expenses, 
church improvements and total expended and valugtion church 
property. 

3. We agree that every chureh belonging to this body shall 

be entitled to three delegates until they number qne hundred 
members, then to one additional for every fifty ab@ve one hun- 
dred. ‘ , 
4. When any church shall fail to communicafe with this 
body for three consecutive meetings, it shall be céhsidered as 
having withdrawn from us, and will be dropped frpm the min- 
utes unless two or more members request its cont@iuance, and 
will also engage to inquire into its standing and to gnake report 
at the next annual meeting of the Association. 

5. Other churches may be admitted into this Union by sig- 
nifying their wish by letter and delegates, provified they be 
deemed scriptural. ' 

6. We will elect a Moderator and Clerk by ballot at each an- 
nual meeting, as soon as the letters from the churches are read 
and the rine names enrolled;: letters from’ petitionery 


> 


churches being r@ceived, that their delegates may also have the 
privilege of voting. 


7. We disclaim the right to adopt rules that ean, at any 
time, infringe on the independence and rights of the churches. 
We may, however, advise churches when they ao it, and 


will withdraw from such as become heretical in doctrine and 


disorderly in disdipline. 

8. We will have an Executive Board composed of seven 
members, elected annually, and the Moderator and Clerk, whose 
duty it shall be to take charge of all the funds sent up by ‘the 
churches, and dis of the same as the churches may direct. 

9. We will carréspond with sister Associations. ; Any mem- 








ber of this body whose name appears on our minutes is author- 
ized to represent us in other religious bodies. 

10. We will have our minutes read, corrected and signed by 
the Moderator and Clerk before the session rises, and will not 
adjourn except in extraordinary cases, until all the business is 
finished 

11. We will while convenient, "appoint the time and place 
for holding the next annual meeting of this body and elect a 
Brother to preach the Associational Sermon. The Association 
may make such alterations and amendments to the Constitution 
as two-thirds may deem necessary. 

12. Members of Executive Board shall be entitled to full 
membership in this body for the meeting next succeeding the 
one at whieh they are elected by this Association.

It is about the necessity of our 
becoming familiar with the work that I wish to impress upon 
you, and I would in all kindness urge upon you to become 
familiar with the, work as mapped out and planned from year 
to year. For to gccomplish the greatest possible good we must 
each and every dne feel it our duty to know our work in its 
every phase and @etail. We should not only know the fields of 
operation, but th workers, and we most certainly should know 
what speqifie wor has been assigned to our various organizations, 
namely, the Sunb@ams, R. A., Y. W. A. and to our own W. M. U. 

Our denominational work is organized in a splendid manner, 
and yet because $f our democratic church government we have 
gone to an extrerhe in our free and independent thinking until 
a large number of churches and societies have done an almost 
independent work, when in reality this should not be the case. 
Of course. it is oflr theory to do co-operative work, but because 
we are not familiar with the work it is otherwise. 

When we Baptists have gone so far as to have elected us 
boards or committees for Home, Foreign and State Missions, to 
arrange for the se@ding of missionaries and in selecting the places 
to build, chapelsJ churches, schools, ete., then we should bend 
every effort to follow their directions and to give our boards our -

Associational Vice-President. 1 believe that we all want to do 
this, and yet it i¢ not possible to co-operate withqut first famil- 
iarizing ourselves) with their plans. 

It is my earnest prayer for, each one of you that you may 
keep in close tough with our organized work, andjthat you may 
keep gloriously injthe aceomplishment of its plans.; We all know 
there ean be littlefor no interest where there is no Knowledge. and 
‘in knowledge there is power.’’ We read that when Paul and 
Rarnabus returnéd from their missionary journey the churches 
assembled to heat them ‘‘rehearse all that God had done with 
them.” It seems that the church of today ought, to be just as 


much interested if the work of her missionaries asi was the early

chureh. 
We very muclf appreciate the great value of }‘Our Mission 

Fields,’’ because fit supplies in concise and attractive form the 
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material needed that our women may become informed upon the 
unportant things fresh from the fields.
